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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-10 and 20-28 are allowed. 

2. In reference to the decision from the BPAI on 18 SEP 2009, the prior art 
cited by Examiner has the following deficiencies relative to the claimed invention: 

a. The method taught in Santiago does not teach lowering the 
pedestal while removing unreacted reactant gas from the chamber to end 
deposition. 

b. The method taught in Santiago does not teach controlling the 
chamber pressure by raising and lowering the pedestal, as the pedestal 
does not appear to form a seal with the upper chamber housing.
